imity of the animal.' This Is accom- 
plished by a reservoir suspended over- 
head and connedted with thetcat cups 
by u short' section pf hose.. By means 
of a vncuum created In tho pipe to 
which the reservoir Is attached tbo 
milk Is dra\vn from the teats and de- 
posited In tbo receptacle, whence It 
enn bo removed to the creamery for 
further treatment, before being placed 
ou enle. 



Farm Convenience*. 

The first*. two figures, show' conveni- 
ences originally sketched In the .Farm 
Journal, which says "of them: -' 
• This crate should bo' nbout- three 
feet high and fitted with Bldeplcees ex- 
tending below Jt that will Just fit into 
the sldo Irons of the wagon body. It 
can thug bp set upon . tho wagon bed 
in nn Instnjnt and; will be found most 
useful' In moving calves, sheep, pigs or 
other stock. It will fit on to a sled 
In, the same way for winter use.- It ,1s 
also convenient whga hauling, looso 
material. If this is long the rear gate

side. The slats should be pf hard 
wood throe-quartern of an Inch thick.

i Drcinlnc Duck* for Market 

Ducks need much the same treat- 
ment In dressing for market as do 
fowls. Tbey should be kept without 
food and water 
for twenty-four 
hours previous 
to killing, so that 
tho crop and in- 
testines, will . be 
w. It , emptied. 
Confine them in 
a b mall pen 
with • clean 
Btraw, so that 
tbej will not bo 

through t^he 
mouth, and when dead, scald In water 
at a temperature of .185 degrees. After 
scalding,- wrap them -..np "-In .a fiarin'el 
blanket for ten mliuites, which will 
help 1 wonderfully in" picking. 

If Bcoldlng Is - properly! done and 
birds' aro wrapped -up ,in this way, 
tbey can be picked easily and quIcHly, 
It Is customary with, many to leave 
feathers around tbo neck- for about 
two Inches, also the feathers on the 
first Joints of tlie wings, 1 including, the; 
main flights. After picking clean, put

Whllo .both.- horses and.. cattle .-.are 
sometimcB troubled wltli a. tliroat dif- 
ficulty that needs the attention of .a 
vctcrlnarlau,.ln the majority of cases 
it will bo found- that tlint trouble is 
due almost wholly; to the feeding' of 
dusty hay.' Horses aro much' given to 
this acute throat trouble in connection 
with sneezing, which will stop! almost 
Immediately if the liny Is well moisten- 
ed before being fed! " ' ■* 

It Is a good plan, if. hay is fed In a 
mangor Instead- of a' rack, to sprinkle 
a little water in the bottom of the 
manger each tima before feeding and 
then moisten tbo hay. Do tbo same 
when the hay Is fed to-cattie. It Is a 
good plan to wet tlie.com stover also, 
for while there la leas dust In It than 
In hay thorn Is enough to trouble the 
cattle; besides, the wet fodder Is ah 
ways more palatable.

sixteen as from tho twenty-four. Now 
ho has got down to twelve good cows, 
and expects as much from them as be 
made from twice that number.

Denslow ia a chopper, and a couple 
of weeks' ago. went 'to, a woodlot 'to 
cut stovewood. He* took . provlBloris 
enough to last, him a week, and on 
Saturday noon .left camp, to' ' spend 
Sunday In town. : 

♦He bad gone about a mile. and a 
half .when hB . Bllpped, fell and 
wrenched his right hip so badly that 
he co'uld: not' bear his weight]; on,* his 
leg. After lying* In the snow , until 
duak, when .'his leg becoming more 
painful every moment, he became des- 
perate. 

,... There was not a human being with- 
in miles, and to spend a night in the 
jforeBt*- in his condition meant certain 
death. Finally, remembering an old 
log hut half a mile north of him, he 
began to crawl to it. 

He reached the cabin at 1 o'clock In 
the morning ahd'bullt a'fire id an old 
hearth. Then he bathed . his thigh 
and, propping: himself up In front of 
the congenial blaze, went to 'sleep. 

He awoke In the morning stiff, sore 1 
and ravenously hungry. His leg. was 
still swelling and every move caused 
him. great pain. It would.be several 
days before he could hope to leave, 
and tho chopper 'was staring starva-

First Expert Teat I'm ony, 

Members of the . coroner's .'jury nnd 
tho olilclalB of tlie Iroquois Inquest have 
been astounded by the evidence of "utter 
Ineompetpnco, criminal neglect nnd proof 
of violation of existing laws for the. pro- 
tection of human life, brought put daring 
tlie examination of witnesses. Robert E. 
Murray, engineer of the theater building, 
lu effect told tho' jury that tho. possibil- 
ity of Aire or panic "in the new? playhouse 
bad never been considered .by the mnm 
ngemeut so' far ns !lho taking dt precim- 
tions w as concerned. 

No arrangements had been made and 
no instructions given for the protection 
of patrons of'thc thenter. The evidence 
iihowed that -there were four stnadplpcs' 
In the building, but only ; n slugle' fifty- 
foot piece of hose; there iVcro exits, but 
they we're uot marked; the re! was 'no -fire 
Alarm box on the premises , and venti- 
lators wero In working order, but nobo'dy 
operated them. 

Tho wit" 083 told one long 'story of 
pitiful neglect. At a -dozen points In his 
testimony those who henrd It were struck 
■with the fact that one man with a thor-; 
ough noderstandlug of his business in 
charge of the ehiployes of the theater! 
Including the engineer, would hove, mado 
the playhouse a safe plncB for public 
attendance. ' His tcsliniony .wns the 'first 
expert testimony concerning'- the' Inner 
workings of the theater force that had 
been -submitted. 

-. Gntc" of Death, 

George Dnsenberry,-' superintendent of 
the auditorium ot the-Iroquote Thenter, 
n d rait ted on the • witness, .stand there w as
